CONSTITUTION. 


Article  I. — Name  and  Objects. 

This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  "  Upton 
Family  Association."  Its  objects  are  to  record  and  pre- 
serve the  history  of  Upton  families,  to  promote  ac- 
quaintance and  fellowship  among  its  members  and  to 
advance  the  mental,  moral  and  physical  welfare  of  their 

posterity. 

Article  II . — Membership. 

Sec.  1.  All  descendants,  bearing  the  Upton  name, 
of  JOHN  UPTON,  the  Emigrant  to  New  England,  or  of  any 
of  his  ancestors,  whose  names  shall  be  furnished  the 
Secretary,  shall  be  active  members  of  this  Association: 
Provided,  that  no  woman  shall  forfeit  her  membership 
by  changing  her  name  in  marriage. 

Sec.  2.  All  other  descendants  of  said  John  Upton 
or  of  any  of  his  ancestors,  all  other  persons  bearing  the 
Upton  name  and  all  persons  descended  from  or  married 
to  an  Upton,  whose  names  shall  be  furnished  the  Secre- 
tary, shall  be  honorary  members. 

Article  III. — Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Hereditary 
Chief,  the  President,  Vice  Presidents,  Honorary  Vice 
Presidents,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 
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Article  IV. — Hereditary  Chief. 

The  representative,  according  to  the  laws  of  primo- 
geniture, of  the  body  of  the  earliest  known  ancestor  of 
this  family  shall  be  called  the  Hereditary  Chief;  He 
shall  be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  shall  preside  at  all  general  meetings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

Article  V. — President. 

The  President  of  the  Association  shall  be  its  princi- 
pal executive  officer.  He  shall  be,  ex  officio,  Chairman 

**/ 

of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  that  Committee  and  at  all  family  meetings 
at  which  the  Hereditary  Chief  is  not  present,  and  shall 
exercise  all  executive  functions  not  expressly  delegated 
to  other  officers. 

Article  VI. —  Vice  Presidents. 

Sec  1.  The  heads  of  the  several  Houses  founded  by 
the  following  named  grand-sons  of  John1  Upton  the 
Emigrant,  to-wit:  the  representatives,  according  to  the 
laws  of  primogeniture,  of  the  bodies  of  said  grand-sons, 
shall  be  Vice  Presidents  of  the  Association,  to-wit: 
I.  John  Upton,  II.  Joseph  Upton,  III.  Ezekiel  Upton, 
IV.  Jonathan  Upton,  sons  of  John2  Upton;  V.  William 
Upton,  VI.  James  Upton,  VII.  Paul  Upton,  VIII.  Fran- 
cis Upton,  IX.  Edward  Upton,  X.  Richard  Upton,  XL 
Timothy  Upton,  XII.  Caleb  Upton,  sons  of  William* 
Upton;  XIII.  Samuel  Upton,  XIV.  Arnos  Upton,  XV. 
Noah  Upton,  sons  of  Samuel*  Upton;  XVI.  Ezekiel  Upton, 
son  of  Ezekiel2  Upton;  XVII.  Joseph  Upton,  and  XVIII. 
Eberiezer  Upton,  sows  of  Joseph*  Upton. 
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Provided:  That,  where  the  male  line  of  any  of  said 
grand-sons  has  become  extinct,  but  the  line  and  name 
have  never-the-less  been  perpetuated  through  the  mar- 
riage of  a  daughter  of  said  line  with  an  Upton,  the  repre- 
sentative of  such  daughter  shall  be  Vice  President  by 
courtesy  for  that  House.  Provided,  further,  that  where 
there  were  several  daughters  so  married,  the  represen- 
tative of  the  eldest  daughter  shall  be  such  Vice  Presi- 
dent, unless  he  be  also  the  representative  of  another 
House,  in  which  case  the  representative  of  the  next 
younger  of  such  daughters  shall  be  the  Vice  President. 

Sec.  2.  Where  the  name  or  address  of  the  head  of 
any  House  is  unknown  to  the  Executive  Committee,  it 
shall  appoint  an  Acting  Vice  President  for  such  House, 
who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Com- 
mittee, but  not  after  the  natural  representative  of  the 
House  shall  have  been  ascertained. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Vice  Presidents  to 
note  and  report  to  the  Secretary  all  births,  marriages, 
deaths,  changes  of  residence  and  other  matters  of  inter- 
est occurring  within  their  respective  Houses;  Provided, 
that  any  Vice  President  may  perform  his  duties  through 
a  Deputy  appointed  by  him,  notice  of  such  appointment 
being  given  to  the  Secretary. 

Article  VII. — Honorary  Vice  Presidents. 

The  Executive  Committee  may  appoint,  from  the 
persons  eligible  to  be  honorary  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion, not  more  than  twenty-five  Honorary  Vice  Presi- 
dents, who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
Committee  arid  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  active 
members. 
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Article  VIII.—  -Secretary. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  attend  all 
meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  all  family 
meetings;  to  note  and  preserve  minutes  of  the  proceed- 
ings, thereat;  to  keep  a  record  of  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  all  officers  and  members  of  the  Association 
and  a  record  of  all  births,  marriages,  deaths  and  other 
matters  of  interest,  occurring  within  the  membership, 
which  may  come  to  his  knowledge;  and  to  attest  any 
fact  appearing  upon  his  records  or  minutes.  Provided, 
that  the  Secretary  may  appoint  Assistant  Secretaries  to 
perform  any  or  all  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Article  IX. — Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  moneys 
belonging  to  the  Association.  He  shall  pay  out  no  money 
except  by  order  of  the  Executive  Committee  attested 
by  the  signatures  of  the  President  and  Secretary  or  of 
two  members  of  the  Committee. 

Article  X. — Executive  Committee. 

The  President,  the  Hereditary  Chief  and  five  other 
active  members  elected  thereto  shall  compose  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee.  Said  Committee  shall  have  general 
charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  Association ;  and  shall  have 
power  to  solicit  funds  for  the  Association,  to  levy  assess- 
ments (if  not  more  than  one  dollar  in  any  one  year), 
upon  all  active  members,  to  draw  warrants  upon  the 
Treasurer,  to  appoint  Acting  and  Honorary  Yice  Presi- 
dents, to  fill,  by  temporary  appointments,  vacancies 
which  may  occur  in  any  office,  not  hereditary,  or  in  its 
own  membership;  and  to  appoint  times  and  places  for 


holding  elections  and  family  re-unions.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Committee  to  meet  at  least  once  a  year,  at 
such  times  and  places  as  it  may  appoint,  and  to  order 
elections  and  re-unions  whenever  requested  so  to  do  by 
nine  Vice  Presidents  or  forty  active  members.  A  major- 
ity of  the  existing  members  of  the  Committee,  present 
in  person  or  by  written  proxy,  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  all  purposes. 

Article  XI. — Elections. 

The  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  five  mem- 
bers of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  elected  from 
the  active  members  of  the  Association.  At  all  elections 
each  active  member  over  the  age  of  eighteen  years  shall 
have  one  vote,  which  may  be  cast  either  in  person  or 
by  written  proxy  or  by  written  ballot  forwarded  through 
the  Secretary.  A  plurality  of  all  votes  cast  shall  elect, 
but  no  person  shall  be  declared  elected  who  has  receiv- 
ed less  lhan  twenty-five  votes,  nor  unless  at  least  fifty 
votes  were  cast. 

Article  XII.— Terms  of  Office. 

All  elective  officers  shall  hold  office  for  ten  years 
and  until  their  successors  are  chosen;  provided,  that,  at 
the  first  meeting,  temporary  officers  may  be  selected  who 
shall  hold  only  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

Article  XIII. — Amendments. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  four  members  consenting,  whenever  nine 
Vice  Presidents  file  their  written  approval  of  the  par- 
ticular amendment  proposed. 
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
